The German offensive is in its third day, and. accord'ng to the 
vrews of entente observers, it has no longer the character of a gen­ 
eral attack. 
It already, th^y declare, has worked itself into a series 
of comparatively local operations. 
The offensive apparently encoun­ 
tered a defense sufficiently stubborn to prevent achievement of four 
import- ;t objectives, and the Germans have pursued their tactics of 
making the most of local successes at various pointe along the front. 
Thus the offensive appears largely of taking on the aspect of a turn­ 
ing movement against the Rheims salient. 
Reports show that the Germans during the night made progress Funston. 
in two sectors of the front. 
South of the Marne they attacked the I 
Attorneys 
positions on the heights commanding the river crossings taken by the 
French in their counter 
offensive on Tuesday. 
The French reacHbd 
Bourdonndire and Clos 
Milon farms, north of Stagnan and 
La Cha- 
pelle.Monthoden, but there they encountered 
fresh 
enemy 
troops, 
who appear to have again forced them back. 
The battle is continuing 
on the slopes and in the wood south of the heights. 
Farther east the 
Germans seem to have 
made little or no progress 
in their attempt 
to debouch from the Bouquigny wood and through the village of Nes- 
les. 
Near the Marne the Germans apparently took 
some 
ground 
southwest of Venteuil, near Monvoisin, but a counter attack by the 
French ejected them. 
North of the Marne the turning point against ! 
Rheims becomes quite apparent. 
On Tuesday the Germans had been j 
held up at Chatillon and Rodemat wood . Since then thfcy have ad­ 
vanced along the line further to the northeast toward Rheims. 
Today’s reports tell of violent fighting in the Courton wood, but 
do not give the result. 
The precise point of the combat is not known, ' 
but conceding that the enemy has reached the middle of this wood, j 
he has advanced about four and one half miles 
from 
Fere-en-Tarde- 
nois, apptoximateiy the location of the line Sunday. 
Here and far­ 
ther west in Rodemat wood the Germans are making the steadiest 
and most threatening gains, pushing southeast toward Epernay, south 
cf Rheims. Nearer Rheims the Germans have been repulsed at Vrigny 
and no fighting is reported *n the district 
immediately 
surrounding 
Rheims. 
East of Rheims the Germans have attacked French positions 
on the south side of the Vesle, to which the French retired on Tues­ 
day. 
The French off cia! statement reports the attack failed. 
From 
this point eastward there is no big action and everything is said to 
be distinctly satisfactory in advices today. 
The French losses are 
stated to have been very small. 
They lost no guns, the report de­ 
clares.

Washington, July 17.—General Pershing’s communique for Mon­ 
day, reaching the war department today, reported 500 prisoners were 
taken by the Americans in their counter attack in driving the Ger­ 
mans back to the Marne east of Chateau I merry. 


New Enemy Forces in Line. 
Paris. July 17.—The Germans last night threw new forces into 
the battle on the front south of the Marne and attacked the allied 
line north of Stagnan, the war office announced today. 
The enemy 
succeeded in penetrating into Bourdounene. 
The battle is continuing 
in the woods immediately to the south of this point. 
On the front far­ 
ther to the east the French held the enemy in the southern outskirts 
of the Bouqueny wood and at the village of Nesles. 
An attack was 
also made by the Germans in the direction of Monvoicon, but were 
driven out by a French counter attack 
On the front between the Marne and Rheims the’-fighting devel­ 
oped vilently in the Courton wood. 
Toe Germans attacked in the 
Vrigny region on this front, but their assaults here broke down com­ 
pletely. 
Along the line to the east of Rheims the Germans delivered 
local attacks, notably in the Prunay region.

In renewed assaults on Beaumont the enemy suffered a 
sanguinary repulse.

Agnan. Hill 223, to the northwest, and La Chapelle-Montbodon. 
In co-operation with the French the Americans launched a heavy 
counter attack Tuesday morning between these two villages, driving 
the enemy steadily back. 
On the American right the French made rapid progress, and all 
through the section the Germans were fiercely attacked by the allies, 
with the result that they have withdrawn for a considerable distance.
